Late advices from Camp Apache, 
and from one conversant with events 
in that portion of the Territory, lead 
us to reluctantly but finally give up 
all faith in tbe existence of the hun­ 
dred pounds in ten days gold placers. 
N. M. Rogers, who was killed by 
Indiaus atSulphurSprings, on the7tn 
instant, was probably possessed of a 
considerable estate, and leaves a will, 
made October 25, 1875, with Mr. I. S. 
Fried as executor, by which he he- 
queaths all his estate here and at St. 
Louis, Missouri, to his brother Philip 
1'. Rogers, ami in case of his previous 
death, then to Ins mother Catherine 
Rogers, both of St. Joseph, Missouri. 
On the 12th instant 
Lieutenant 
Henely, at Camp Bowie, detailed six 
men. who, accompanied by a citizen, 
started immediately for the Bronkow 
mine vicinity. 
A letter from Bowie 
of the 12th says that no news had, at 
the wiiting, come from the party. 
Mr. Samaniego arrived yesterday 
from the San Pedro front, and reports 
a generul warlikeappeurance of things 
there. 
Men carry their six-shooter9 
strapped right in front,and only make 
short excursions from tlie viciuity of 
their rifles and shot guns.

NEW S OF THE MORNING. 


The H ouse C om m ittee on A ppropriations 
has agreed to the report of its sub-com m ittee 
relating to the salaries of Postm asters. It 
saves about $000,000 yearly. 
The Suprem e C o u r t has decided the noted 
H ot 8prings cases. 
The Court reaffirms the 
Judgm ent of the Court of Claim s, th a t uone of 
th e claim ants are entitled to the lunds as 
against th e G overnm ent. 
Lleutenant-C om m ander 
Johnson, 
com ­ 
m anding the U nited States naval force on 
the Rio G rande, telegraphs to the N avy De­ 
partm ent th a t all reports of forced loans on 
foreign m erchants a t New Laredo are untrue. 
In the case of the Otez m ine of New Mexico 
the Secretary of the Interior affirms the sur­ 
vey of 18(51, as now occupied by the New Mex- 
co M ining Com pany,and directs the Issuance 
of a p aten t to the com pany tn accordance 
with th e survey. 
T he quantity of lan d In­ 
volved Is over 89,000 acres. 
Secretary C handler has reversed the decis­ 
ion of the General Land Office in the case of 
theex-m lssion lands of San Diego, and orders 
th a t the survey m ade by the Surveyor G ener­ 
al of C -lifornla be approved, modified only so 
far as Is necessary In the E astern boundary to 
conform w ith the survey of the Cajon ranch. 
The patent will be issued as soon as the cor­ 
rected plats of the survey can be obtained 
from the Surveor-General of California. 
The 
decision gives the ranch claim ants about 56,­ 
000 acres, and Includes several thousand acres 
on the 8ouihw est corner, w hich w ere exclu­ 
ded by th e Com m issioner’s decision. 
In San Francisco yesterday, Edw ard Far re 1 , 
shot and fatally wounded a m an nam ed Me. 
Devell. 
It was the latter’s wife. 


A PROPOSITION TO SETTLE. 


Th e effect of the increased car fare 
in San Francisco is that people now 
walk who never walked before, and 
those who always walked now walk 
the more. 


S e n a t o r J o n e s has at last delivered 
his great speech on the 
currency 
question. The effort was made on 
Monday, and a full summary of the 
speech was printed in his Los Angeles 
paper last evening. The Senator pro­ 
poses nothing new or valuable, and 
his ideas are very similar to those al­ 
ready advanced on the same subject 
by our townsmen, Colonel P e e l and 
Mr. B a r r o w s. 


F r o m F r a n c is D. Cl a r k , Secre­ 
tary and Treasurer of the Association, 
we acknowledge the receipt of a

containing 
the 
toasts, 
speeches and other proceedings at a 
meeting and dinner of “The Associa­ 
ted Pioneers of the Territorial Days of 
California,” held at the Sturtevant 
House, New York, on the 11th of Feb­ 
ruary. It is a very interesting docu­ 
ment to those who remember the days 
and the pioneers. 


A r e we to have another Republican 
paper in Los Angeles? W e hear that 
a man from the Express office has 
worn out a pair of boots walking 
about town endeavoring to induce Re­ 
publicans to take stock in a Republi­ 
can paper to be issued from that office. 
If the people of Los Angeles could be 
induced to take stock in anything con­ 
nected with the Express we might an­ 
ticipate the appearance of another 
daily in a short time. 
But as they 
cannot be so induced we fear the pil­ 
grim will be out and injured his boots 
and have only his pains for his labor. 


Another Unwarranted Charge Dis­ 
posed Of. 


One of the indictments preferred by 
the dissatisfied against Governor I r ­ 


w in is that he signed the W est Side 
Irrigation bill and refused his signa­ 
ture to the Tuolumne Railroad subsi­ 
dy bill. Both bills, it is claimed,were 
in effect steps for the granting of sub­ 
sidy, and both were asked for by the 
people on whom would be imposed 
the burden of taxation, and therefore 
the Governor’s refusal to sign one and 
his signing the other savors of incon­ 
sistency. 
A close examination of the 
two bills will show a wide difference 
in their spirit, power and intention. 
In the fact that the Tuolumne bill 
was mandatory, while the other is 
subject to the will of the people, will 
be found sufficient evidence to entire­ 
ly refute the charge of inconsistency. 
Again, the Irrigation bill was urged 
asa measure which would bring Into 
a high state of cultivations broad area 
of now uncultivated land, while the 
Tuolumne bill would add a heavy tax 
to the residents of an already over­ 
taxed 
and sparsely settled county, 
while it offered no assurance that it 
would materially increase either the 
population or the taxable wealth of 
the locality. Tuolumne is a mining 
county, and local railroads in mining 
counties benefit a few 
individuals 
rather than the majority. 
The own­ 
ers of miues, lodes and timber,reap tbe 
benefits of such roads, while the labor­ 
ing community profits little. As a 
rule, short railroads extending into 
m ining counties should be built by 
the proprietors of quarries, quartz 
mines and timber 
belts to which 
they reach, and who are almost the 
only 
persons whose 
interests are 
greatly enhanced thereby. 
W e pre­ 
dict that the day will come when a 
large majority of the people of Tuo­ 
lum ne county will thank Governor 
I r w i n for withholding his signature 
from a bill which would have im ­ 
posed a heavy tax on them for the 
building of a railroad that would have 
been owned and operated and tbe 
profits pocketed by a few individuals. 


An argument in common use with 
the enemies of tbe Central and South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad Companies is that 
they do not intend to pay the bonds 
held against their roads by the Gov­ 
ernment. I t is true th a t these bonds 
do not mature for m any years yet to 
come, but the injustice of assuming 
that the debtor does not intend to pay 
a score of years before the day of pay­ 
ment, does not seem to possess any 
weight with those gentlemen whose 
mission in this world appears to be 
that of denunciators of railroad corpo­ 
rations. Another battle cry in the 
contest with our railroad companies 
is theiracquirem entof a large am ount 
of tbe public domain and the holding 
of the same at rates so high as to pre­ 
vent the purchase and cultivation 
thereof by those who would become 
actual settlers. 
This one point has 
been a prolific theme for both writers 
and speakers. 
Railroad lands have 
engendered more eloquent speeches 
and supplied the text for a greater 
num ber of “ leaders” than any other 
oue of the thousand questions dragged 
into politics. 
Yet strange as it may 
appear, and in direct contradiction of 
the oft-repeated assertion of anti­ 
railroad fanatics, the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company actually proposes 
to both pay the thirty million dollars 
it will owe the Government on the 
m aturity of the bonds, and return the 
lands which we are frequently assured 
are so much needed for settlers. W ith 
the full consent of the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company a bill has been in­ 
troduced in tbe United States Senate 
which provides for the creation of a 
sinking fund th a t will enable the 
Company to return to the Government 
the full value of the bonds which were 
issued by the Government in aid of 
the construction of the road. 
The bill 
provides, 
F irst—To return to the G overnm ent all of 
the land granted to the railroad in the State 
of N evada and T erritory ot U tah. These 
lands consist of the odd-num bered sections 
for tw enty m iles on each side of the line of 
the road, about 4,500,UOOacres. 
They are to 
be com puted at the sam e price that, the Gov­ 
ern m en t asks settlers for the adjoining even 
sections, th a t is to say, $2 5 i per acre. W here 
the railroad com pany have sold any of the 
lunds, all sum s received for them in excess of 
two dollars and filty cents per acre are also to 
be paid into this sinking fund. 
Second—There is further to lie credited to 
this fund the cost of transportation of m ails, 
troops, public stores, etc., w hich Has been re­ 
tained from the road under the Act of March 
3d, 1873, and if on a settlem ent this did n o to n 
the31st of December, 1875, equal one m illion 
dollars, tbe railroad com pany is io pay into 
the United States i reasury an am ount th a t 
will m ake it equal th at sum . 
T h ird —The railroad com pany is further to 
pay into this sinking fund, sem i-annually, in 
m oney or bonds of the United States, an 
am ountw hich added to th e value o fth e lands 
and the sum found to be due for transporta­ 
tion shall be sufficient to pay the bonds and 
interest on the day the last bonds become 
due that were issued in aid ofthe construction 
of th e road. 
Fourth—The creation of this sinking fund 
shall not release the present m ortgage lien 
which the G overnm ent now has on the road, 
but it is to continue in full force until all the 
bonds and interest are fully paid. 
The land thus returned will, at the 
price at which the Government now 
sells the alternate sections, amount to 
about ten 
million dollars, or one- 
tblrd of the Company’s indebtedness 
to the Government, leaving twenty 
million dollars to be paid as provided 
for above. 
If there is truth in the 
charges of the Company’s opponents 
and enemies, this bill offers many ad­ 
vantages for the Government. 
It re­ 
turns the laud and throws into the 
market just double the number of 
acres now within the twenty 
mile 
limit, and it secures the early pay­ 
ment of a debt whiuh under the exist­ 
ing law will not be due within the 
memory of the present generation, 
and which the anti-railroad people 
profess to believe will not be paid 
even when it does fall due. 
It does 
even better than this; it gives the 
Government the ready money for 
which the land is sold and that paid 
in by tbe Company to make up tbe 
one million dollars. 
A dollar to-day 
is worth more than twenty dollars 
twenty years hence. 
But the bill 
does not offer the Company an oppor­ 
tunity to discount its own paper. 
It 
merely proposes to take the land at 
tbe price the Government now holds 
the alternate sections and enable the 
corporation to pay off its bonds before 
they are due. 
We do not presume 
the provisions of the bill will meet the 
approval of those who complain of 
land monopoly, and aver that, the 
bonds will never be paid. 
They will 
not be satisfied, because the proposi­ 
tion, if carried out, will convict them 
a s libelers and falsifiers. 
The pas­ 
sage 
of 
this 
bill 
would 
carry 
the 
railroad 
out 
of 
politics 
in 
this State, 
and deprive 
the sanc­ 
tum and the rostrum of a hobby on 
which many a demagogue has ridden 
into popular favor. By the provisions 
of the bill the Government will re­ 
ceive the principal and interest of the 
bonds long before they are due, and 
four or five million acres of land now 
held as private property will again 
become public domain, subject to en­ 
try at two dollars and fifty cents per 
acre. None should m ire earnestly 
urge the carryiug out of the proposi­ 
tion than those affecting to believe 
the Company does not propose to re­ 
deem its bonds. Besides the eleven 
millions saved from the land and the 
cost of transportation we shall also 
secure the amount paid annually Into 
tbe sinking fund. 
If the debt is a 
doubtful oue this act will strengthen 
the chance for collecting it, and if the 
debt is a good one it guarantees its 
payment before, under the contract, It 
falls due. 


eight lots are worth at least $50,000. 
We make this statement from actual 
figures, to illustrate how difficult it is 
for the majority of people to realize 
the value of land until it has changed 
hands a few times. 
Lots in the above 
mentioned tract, which could hardly 
be sold two years ago at any price, 
now find ready purchasers at from $800 
to $1,200 each. Since lie failed to ob­ 
tain a loan on this property M r.P o t t s 
has sold nine of tbe lots for $12,950 
ca9h, and now the prices asked by the 
owners of the nine lots aggregate $23,­ 
000. These are the transactions of one 
man, but if space permitted we m ight 
cite dozens of sim ilar instances. 
In 
East Los Angeles, in Brooklyn, on the 
East side of the river and in tbe W est­ 
ern part of the city the same results 
are noted. 
People speak of real estate 
as high now, but one year hence they 
will see an advance of perhaps thirty- 
three per cent, on present prices. Los 
Angeles is growing rapidly, and is 
destined to become in a very short 
time a city of forty or fifty thousand 
inhabitants.

The landlady de­ 
clined the invitation and McDevitt 
went himself. 
H e requested Farrell 
to open the door, and Farrell, comply­ 
ing with alacrity, sprung into the pas­ 
sage, pistol in hand, and shot him,the 
bullet passing through his left lung. 
McDevitt was taken to the city prison 
on a stretcher, and Farrell and Mrs. 
McDevitt were arrested. Farrell’s ver­ 
sion of the affair is somewhat differ­ 
ent. 
H e denies that lie was on terms 
of intim acy with the woman, or that 
she was in his room at any time 
last evening. The first intimation he 
had of McDevitt’s hostility, he states, 
was this morning when McDevitt 
came to his room and after insulting 
him by epithets, knocked in the door. 
Fearing that McDevitt was armed he 
shot him. 
Farrell is a rather good 
looking, stalwart man of about tlnrty 
years of age. H e was dressed in the 
garb of a laboring man, but admits 
without any reserve th at lie is a loafer. 
The woman who occasioned the diffi­ 
culty is au unprepossessing, brazen 
looking female of middle age. She was 
dressed when the reporter saw her in 
a dirty calico suit,and by her slovenly 
appearance and bloated features con­ 
firmed her husband’s story of her de­ 
bauchery. She refuses to say anything 
concerning the shooting. Farrell is 
charged with assault to murder. The 
woman is held in custody merely as a 
witness for the prosecution.

New Diggings. 


There is no need for miners to take 
the risk of the Black H ills while we 
have so near our own borders such 
properties as the now famous Mc­ 
Cracken mine and its surroundings. 
It is located one huudred and twenty 
miles Northeast of Ehrenburg, in Ar­ 
izona. 
Mr. J. C. Carrillo, au old resi­ 
dent, has just returned from the spot, 
bringing with him some rich blocks 
of gold bearing quartz,as well as some 
extraordinary specimens of free gold 
and nuggets taken from new diggings 
discovered a month ago by Miguel 
Costonido and company, about fifty 
miles from the McCracken mine. At 
this locality there is a creek of water 
running within three miles of these 
diggiugs.with easy rneaus of bringing 
it in. There are ubout fifty persons 
working there now at five dollars per 
day, but on Ills return Mr.Carrillo met 
a large number of emigrants going 
that way witli teams and ou horse­ 
back. Mr. Deland, the superintendent 
of the McCracken mine, will soon put 
up a forty-stamp mill on the Colorado 
and make a new 
road from 
the 
McCracken 
mine 
to 
the 
river. 
This mill 
will 
be located within 
about eighteen miles from this new 
location. 
On this route there is water 
from two sources. 
Mr. Carrillo saw, 
on the ground of the new diggings 
he said about forty pounds ofgold tak­ 
en out by dry wash, which paid a very 
large am ount per ten, he does not dare 
to estimate the actual amount. I t re­ 
quires about twelve days and a half 
to reach the McCracken mine, and 
about five days more to reach the new 
diggings. There is an Immense tract 
of unlocated ground open for work, 
and it is believed that during the com­ 
ing season there will be a large im m i­ 
gration in th at district. 
There is au 
abundance of timber, water and grass 
in the vicinity of the new diggings. 
Mr. Carrillo intends iu a few days to 
return with a band of horses to sell to 
the ludiaus, who are perfectly peace­ 
able.
